On  the  Canadian  side  the  Lake  Superior  I'ou.r  Company  have  developed  2„.„„„  horse  power  This 
■  s  used  l,y  the  Sault  Ste.  Marie  Fulp  and  I'aper  Companv  and  other  .nannfactori.s,  and  the  water  power 
wdi  be  doubled  and  trebled  to  meet  the  -^rowinR  needs.  The  pulp  n.ill  here  is  the  largest  ground  wood 
pulp  unll  „,  the  w'  rid.  having  a  capacity  of  ,50  tons  of  dry  pulp  and  75  tons  of  bleached  sulphite  pul,,  a 
<iay.  A.nong  the  other  industries  are  a  plant  for  the  nmnufa,  ture  of  bleachinR  powder  .nd  caustic  soda 
tron,  common  salt,  a  ferro-nickel  plant,  and  a  Bessemer  steel  plant,  with  a  capacity  of  boo  tons  of  st.-el 
ra.ls  dady.  These  mdustries  are  all  housed  in  n,assive  buddings  of  red  san.lstone  and  thev  present  a  very 
'M.posm,  appearance.  To  the  list  are  now  bem,.  added  blast  furnaces  for  the  n,anufacture  of  pig  iron, 
open  1  earth  furnances.  plate  mills,  structural  mills,  tube  works,  etc. 

The  afliliate.l  companies  representing  a  capitalization.  ,t  is  sai.i,  of  over  one  hundred  million  dollars 
have  a  con,piete  cycle  of  enterprises.  They  are  not  only  developm,  the  water  power  and  manufactures  at 
the  Soo.  but  they  propose  to  develop  the  vast  wealth  in  lumber  and  mmerals  of  the  district  of  Vb^oma 
stretching  from  the  north  shore  of  Lake  Superior  to  Hudson  Bav.  As  the  first  step,  the  Algoma  Central 
Ka.hvay  ,s  being  bnil,  from  Sault  Ste.  Marie  through  the  pine  forest,  up  the  river  vallevs  and  across  the 
height  of  land  to  James  F.ax .  A  branch  hue  is  also  being  built  from  Michipicoten.  on  the  north  shore  of 
Lake  Superior,  to  tap  this.  At  Michipicoten  is  the  (ireat  Helen  Mine,  a  mountain  of  verv  rich  iron  ore 
and  the  fleet  of  steamers  of  the  Algoma  (Vntral  are  carrviu.' the  ore  to  the  Pennsylvania  furnaces  until  the 
Clergue  furnaces  are  completed  at  the  Soo. 

The  cities  at  th..  Soo  are  rapidly  growing  communities.  The  Michigan  Soo  has  a  population  of 
I. .000  and  IS  rap,dl>  forging  ahead.  The  Ontario  Soo  ^^ew  within  a  vear  from  a  por-nlation  of  >  ooe  or 
3.000  to  one  of  .S.ooo  or   .,,000.      I,   has  all  the  asp..ct  of  a  boom  town,  but  it   is  to  be  a  permanent   boom 
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Siip<  rior  ar.'  places  sacred  to  Nanibojo.  Here  are  Xanibojo's  ware-house,  his  slide,  his  leap,  his  fjarden. 
his  chair,  his  farm,  his  clock  and  finally  his  tomb.  This  is  the  famous  Thunder  Cape,  which,  from  one 
point  of  view,  looks  like  a  sleeping'  Riant  reclining  upon  his  side.  The  mystery  of  the  Manitou  fills  this 
whole  region,  and  he  who  visits  the  Soo  or  the  north  shore  of  Lake  Superior  should  be  familiar  with 
Longfellow's  great  poem  if  he  would  appreciate  the  charm  of  the  great  lake  region  in  its  vastness  and 
solitude  and  power.
